New Delhi, the 16th February, 1994 

O.N. 42(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Article 324 of the Constitution read with Section 
29A of the Representation of the People Act, 1951; 
(43 of 1951) and Rules 5 and 10 of the Conduct of 
Election Rules, 1961 and aJl othc powers enabling 
ii in this behalf, the Election Commission of Tndia 


hereby makes the following Order to further amend the 
Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 
1968 :— 

1. Short Title.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) 
Amendment Order, 1994. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its Pub* 
lication in the Gazette of India. 

2. Insertion of new Paragraph 16A.—In the Elec- 
t on Symbols (Reservation tod Allotment) Order, 
1968, after Paragraph 16, the following paragraph 
shall be inserted namely :— 

“16A. Power of Commission to suspend or with¬ 
draw recognition of a recognised political 
party for its failure to observe Model Code 
of Conduct or follow lawful directions and 
instructions of the Commission. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, if the! Com¬ 
mission is satisfied on information In its possession 
that a political party, recognised' either as a National 
Party or as a State Party under the provisions of this 
Order, has failed or has refused or is refusing or has 
shown of is Showing defiance by its conduct or other¬ 
wise (a) to observe the provisions of the ‘Model Code 
of Conduct for Guidance of Political Parties and 
Candidates as issued by the Commission in Jan. 1991 
or as amended by it from time to time, or (b) follow 
or carry out the lawful directions and instructions of 
the Commission given from time to time with a view to 
furthering the conduct of free, fair and peaceful elec¬ 
tions or safeguarding the interests of the general pub¬ 
lic and the electorate in particular, the Commission 
may, after taking into account all the available facts 
and circumstances of the case and after giving the 
party a reasonable opportunity of showing cause in 
relation to the action proposed to be taken against 
it, cither suspend, subject to such terms as the Com¬ 
mission may deem appropriate, or withdraw the re¬ 
cognition of such party as the National Party or, as 
the case may be, the State Party”.
